THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
FOREWORD 
ART, AN EXPRESSION OF CLEVELAND’S GENIUS 


Cleveland stands firmly behind her creative workers. The open- 
ing of the Twenty-Second Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen on May 1 is an affirmation of an 
idea—an idea which has been put into effect and which has won 
for Cleveland widespread recognition throughout the United 
States. Artists, Museum, and public have worked together with 
enthusiasm and understanding and with very real mutual 
benefit to one another; the exhibition has become a codperative 
gesture of profound civic and cultural import. Painting, sculp- 
ture, and the crafts, particularly ceramics and enamel, battle 
one another for primacy. 

During the twenty-one years of the exhibition, 4,020 objects 
have been sold and the amazing total of $192,899.73 has gone 
into the pockets of Cleveland artists.

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REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


Anyone familiar with the trend of artistic production in the 
United States realizes that there have developed sectional 
characteristics based either upon the life of an urban com- 
munity, with its attendant occupations and interests, or upon 
the activities of the rural districts. This differentiation in sub- 
ject matter and style, however, never excludes a sense of 
America as a whole nor of America’s indebtedness to Europe. 

Never has the Cleveland artist given clearer evidence of his 
awareness of this trend in American art than in the present 
exhibition. Since the great number of objects included in this 
year’s May Show makes it impossible to mention each indi- 
vidual object, the usual comment upon the units of the prize 
groups must suffice. There are, however, many entries which 
should rightfully receive written consideration but can receive 
it only by implication. 

OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE has many outstanding works. The 
first award was given by the Jury to William C. Grauer’s sharply 
defined Mexican landscape, representing a church and its church- 
yard against dark gray mountains, entitled “Desert Church, 
Zimapan.” The color scheme, although brightly illuminated, 
manages to give a cool tonality to the whole. The second prize 
went to Martin Linsey’s “Prospect Avenue,” a capable handling 
of a typical local scene. William Joseph Eastman received a 
third prize for his colorful landscape, ‘““Ghost Town, Central 
City.” Honorable mentions were awarded Samuel Bookatz for 
“Madonna of the Village” and Joseph S. Nyme for “Lifting 
Squall.” 

OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, usually a small group, is rather 
larger than it was last year; and from it the Jury selected for 
first honors Rolf Stoll’s portrait of Kae Dorn Cass, a good like- 
ness handsomely carried out with subdued, rich color. The 
second prize, a picture of unusual charm, Mary Seymour 
Brooks’s “Patty,” shows a little girl in white, seated in a 
straight-backed chair against the grays and light browns of 
the background. An honorable mention was given to Dr. Alma 
Fuchs Wells. 

Though not so large as the class in landscape, OIL PAINTING, 
FIGURE COMPOSITION, is always an interesting one. This year 
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it showed unusual variety. The first-prize award, Paul Travis’s 
“Circus Detour,” well deserved its selection; not only is it a 
finely achieved and richly painted canvas of strength and 
ingenuity, but it contains all that mixture of humor and pathos 
inherent in such a subject. The second prize is a simple and 
clearly painted picture by David Philip Wilson, called “Four- 
score and Twelve,” a little girl seated in an old rocker, reading. 
Honorable mentions were given to Jack M. Burton’s “Country 
Girl” and Natalie E. Grauer’s “Young Scientist,” two pictures 
of highly individualized styles. 

The class, OIL PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL, was so small that, 
although the five entries were interesting to the Jury, no award 
was given. 

OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, one of the larger groups in oil, 
contains some pictures of exceptional fineness. One of these, 
Paul Travis’s “Trout and Sand,” which the Jury selected for 
the first award, has surpassing beauty of paint and texture, and 
a sensitive rendering. Three trout, laid upon the sand, mingle 
their spotting of luminous coloring with the color of other objects 
that reflect the opalescent tones of the fish, the whole arrange- 
ment almost abstract in form. The picture is outstanding in 
achievement. The second prize also distinctly merits praise: 
Clara L. Deike’s “Still Life,” a picture which bears witness to 
the artist’s mastery of cubist arrangement; the color is sensitively 
chosen and balanced. Jack M. Burton was given an honorable 
mention for a small but interesting and skillfully handled com- 
position, “Signs of Spring,” three crocuses tied with a pink bow, 
a delightful small landscape in the background. 

Objects for the class of MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING 
may be in any medium. The first award was given to H. Edward 
Winter for a group of three brilliantly colored enameled panels 
called “Mural, Transfiguration,” “Mural, Dance,” and “Mural, 
Mexico.”’ Winter never fails to accomplish interesting effects in 
his combination of plant and animal forms. The second prize, 
Marion Bryson’s “Such Violets,” in water color, is a vivid note 
in purple. Edwin J. Ward received an honorable mention for 
“British ‘Sovereign of the Seas,’” and Frederick K. Russell, for 
“Daisy—Daisy.”’ 

The paste class provides opportunity for variation in tex- 
ture by those who attempt this difficult medium. A certain soft 
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brightness can be attained as it was in the first award, Miriam S. 
Smith’s “Old Homestead,” with its bright blues, sharp, velvety 
blacks, and luminous grays. Donald Duer Bayard received a 
second prize for an interesting oval composition of fruit and 
vegetables against a landscape, called ““Equinox’’; and Dillwyn 
Thomas won third for an exquisitely rendered still life, “Potatoes 
and Onions.” Katherine Schiefer Seeler was given an honorable 
mention for her “Boston Flower Show.” 

The wATER cCoOLoR class, always versatile in subject and 
method, is a medium which is exceedingly congenial to Cleve- 
land artists; and the many awards indicate that the Jury caught 
the artists’ enthusiasm. Henry G. Keller’s fine group of water 
colors—not in competition—arouse the ever-increasing respect 
and pleasure of all. No one who has not grown and matured 
with his era as has Mr. Keller could have attained to such 
mastery of technique or to such soundness of artistic principle. 
To Wray Manning the Jury gave a first for “Barnyard” and 
“First Snow,” highly reticent, the subject material indicated 
with a minimum of rendering. The second prize went to Jack M. 
Burton for two straightforward water colors, “Park, Winter” 
and “Home.” The third prize was awarded Marion Bryson for 
her lively use of pen and wash technique in “Beautiful Peace 
and Still” and “Melancholy Memories Abound Here.” The 
Jury, recognizing the excellence of the class, gave six honorable 
mentions: to Lawrence Blazey; Carl Broemel; Edward Dobrot- 
ka for two; William Joseph Eastman for two; David Mink, for a 
group of three; and Frank N. Wilcox. 

ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM, shows great variety of subject 
and many methods of attack. The first prize was given to 
Houston Shields for “Spring Planting, 1940,” the medieval 
Dance of Death ironically applied to the present day. The 
second prize was given to Carl E. Wyman, and the third to 
Kenneth A. Wood for successful water-color illustrations of 
the steel industry. Honorable mention was won by Frederick K. 
Russell for “Pink Lady” and “Susannah.” 

The graphic classes, too, show healthy diversification. In 
FREE-HAND DRAWING, Jean Grigor Ulen, always competent, was 
awarded first prize for “Figure Drawing, No. 1” in pencil, 
freely but surely drawn. The second prize was given to Samuel 
Bookatz for an accomplished study in brown crayon. Third 
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prize went to George Vander Sluis for a group of two drawings 
in ink. ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES was a strong 
group. The first award was given to Dorothy Rutka for “En- 
croachment,” a print done in etching and aquatint. The second 
award went to the pure etching, William Schock’s “Buffoon.” 
Woldemar Neufeld’s “Springtime in the Coal Region,” also an 
etching, received the third prize; and honorable mentions were 
accorded Frank Daniel Fousek for two aquatints, and Charles 
L. Sallée, Jr., for one. The technique of lithography and wood- 
cut, like that of water color painting, seems better adapted than 
any other to the expression of present-day themes. In LirHoc- 
RAPHY the Jury awarded a first to George Vander Sluis’s 
attractive “Landscape,” the linework in black, a yellow tone 
over the whole. Hughie Lee Smith received a second prize for 
“Artist’s Life, No. 2.” The third went to Stanislaus Artur 
Oswieczynski for an amusing and competent print, “Mac- 
Donnell’s Sale.” In RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, LINOLEUM CUTS, 
whether in the handling of bold design as illustrated by the 
first award, Marion M. Campbell’s “Contemporary,” or in the 
more detailed style of the second prize, Woldemar Neufeld’s 
three-blocked print, ““The Covered Bridge,” the artists have 
shown an accomplished skill, not only in the adaptation of the 
design to the medium, but also in the handling of the design 
itself. “Ham and Cabbage, 254,” the third prize in this class, 
by Edgar Allan Kestner, and the honorable mention, “Re- 
incarnation,” by Lenor Betterley Breeler, are finely worked 
with the minute technique of the engraver. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The scULPTURE section is somewhat smaller than in other 
years. Katharine Gruener Lange’s “Little Girl with Kittens” 
won the first award, capturing beautifully the wistful-and shy 
reluctance of the child. Alexander Blazys’s powerfully felt 
“Working Family, No. 1” took second, and the “Mer Child” of 
Joseph C. Motto, third. Two honorable mentions were given: 
one to Wendell H. Abbott and one to Elisabeth Seaver. 

The craft section of the exhibition reached its highest level 
in the entire series of May exhibitions. Frankly, the ceramic 
and enamel classes ran away with the show. In cERAMIC SCULP- 
TuRE the delightfully varied, downright yet whimsically humor- 
ous, ably glazed and modeled group of seven pieces by Russell 
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B. Aitken won a special award for their well sustained vigor and 
excellence. Not far behind was the varied group of seven by 
Thelma Frazier Winter, which won first. Some are powerful, 
witty; in others the rather elongated figures have a charming, 
stylized, quite sophisticated quality. Seldom does a class have 
a second award so distinguished as the three diverting and 
penetrating compositions by Viktor Schreckengost. A third 
went to H. Garver Miller’s “Laughing Horse”; an honorable 
mention, to Richard Wolford for “The Angel vs. Toranado.” 

The potrery class was really magnificent as a whole. For 
subtle, restrained, delicate realization of the qualities of a 
medium, Esther Marshall Sills’s beautifully glazed and potted 
group of seven pieces richly deserve their special award. Charles 
Francis Mosgo’s group of seven pieces took the first prize, 
successful both in their beautiful glazing and in their happily 
conceived decoration. Fine color marked Harold Wesley 
Hunsicker’s group of three, the second award. Such is the all- 
around excellence of the class that not only was a third prize 
given to John E. Billmyer, but five honorable mentions were 
given: to Irene Anabel Aitken, Eleanore P. Hartman, Helen 
Imhoff, Lois Ober Miller, and John F. Puskas. 

The related class of ENAMELING ON METAL really outdid itself. 
Brilliant color, finely felt decoration, and technical excellence 
in the five pieces included in the special prize gave H. Edward 
Winter a well-won award. Mildred Watkins’s group of six 
enamels took first prize, richly deserved. It is the first time that 
Miss Watkins has exhibited any considerable group, and it is 
pleasing to record that they were included in the pieces which 
won for her the year’s medal just awarded at the Boston Society 
of Arts and Crafts. A large decorative wall plaque by Daniel 
Boza was given second. Third went to a group of five pieces by 
Charles Bartley Jeffery; an honorable mention, to a beautifully 
executed and tastefully conceived group by Kenneth Francis 
Bates. 

The class, METALWORK OTHER THAN SILVER AND IRON, is a 
better class than in the past. Taste, simplicity, and proper rela- 
tion of design to the material gave to Bernie Cooper’s copper 
and brass bowl first prize. A well designed pewter tea set and 
tray of Paul L. Scherer’s took second; and third went to Abe 
Senser’s cigarette box, and two honorable mentions, to Edward 
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H. Kuhn and Vern Salsbury. sILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY 
also made a marked advance as a class. Hudson Brisbine 
Roysher’s decanter set, with its skillful combination of sterling 
silver, cane, and ivory, and a punch ladle in sterling and cane, 
the first prize, are pieces of unusual distinction. A simple well- 
designed group of five pieces by Dominick Sylvester won 
second; and Henning Naukler’s distinguished flat server and 
pitcher spoon, third. 

JEWELRY had three awards and two honorable mentions, 
given, respectively, to Abe Senser, Ruth M. Erickson, Charles 
Bartley Jeffery, Fred J. Lee, and Bernard McDermott. 

The textiles in two classes were particularly well sustained in 
quality. In BLOCK PRINTING ON FABRIC a first went to a beautiful 
group by Virginia Nepodal, fine in design and in texture. Mabel 
A. Hewit took second; and two mentions were given to Kather- 
ine McKee and Frances Reidenbaugh. For sheer distinction, 
the class of weavinc has never had better representation than 
in the pieces which won a first award for Sara Mattsson Aniliot. 

The pHoToGRAPHY section this year is very much larger and 
stronger. Stark and dramatic effectiveness brought the premier 
placing in LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS to Arthur J. Ott, 
who was followed in turn by Dr. Edward M. Kline and Paul 
Louis Hexter. The print, “Death Valley,” by the latter is a 
well-chosen subject and a most amazing study in textures. The 
brilliance of the class is evidenced by the honorable mentions 
given: to Jules Duke, Helen Hewett, Geoffrey Landesman, 
Onnie Mankki, and Edward B. Noel. The print “‘Ma and Pa,” 
by Edward B. Noel, a sympathetic interpretation of the farmer, 
was placed first in the class, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE; ‘‘Helene”’ by 
Stanley T. Clough, second; “Le Vannier” by Vernon D. Cady, 
third; and two honorable mentions were given, respectively, to 
Paul Kozak, Jr., and Robert E. Schoenberger.

Bible Schools.
